.Just why the government would carry packages 
for less than cost when it doesn't furnish people with 
groceries or clothes at less than cost has no logical 
answer. Most people could live without sending a 
package by parcel post, but they couldn't live very 
well without food or clothes, so if we're going to have 
*;^ socialism in small doses, why not go whole hog and 

have it in larger doses on the theory that more voters 
would be attracted by bigger gif^s of something for 

less.

What a Contrast! 

The whole idea of communism, the communist 
« leaders say, is to serve and benefit the masses of the 
people and make their lives fuller and happier. The 
whole idea of capitalism, these same communist lead- 
ers say, is- to permit exploitation and oppression of the 
masses by a rich and powerful few- 

An interesting sidelight on these ancient argu- 
ments is found in -a. chart issued by. the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board. It shows the working time 
typical workers must put in to buy commodities in 
New York as against Moscow. It is revealing. 

The New York workers earns enough money in 
half an hour to buy a pair of nylons for his wife — it 
takes the Moscow worker 7.2 hours. The New Yorker 
can earn a pair of shoes in just under 5 hours — in Mos- 
cow- almost 50 hours are. necessary. A "suit costs the 
New York worker 3.3 days of working time — in Mos- 
cow the figure is a staggering 36.7 days, more than a 
solid month. 

The same thing is true of food. A pound of sugar 
costs the American 3.1 minute — the Russian worker 
65.6 minutes. A pound of beef is earned in 22.1 min- 
utes, here, as against 91 minutes in the Soviet wonder- 
land. The figures for a pound of butter are 21.9 min- 
utes and 1793 minutes respectively. So it goes, down 
the list. 

It would be well for all of us to remember this 
enormous contrast. And a good time to reflect on it is 
when we go shopping. For our retail stores are the

Long Thin Lines of Steel ' 

- Two newspapers recently had things to say about 
the -railroads that' are deserving <if national attention— 
and national remembrance., ! 

The St. Johns, Arizona, Independent-News, said: 
"The fact is that no matter how many trucks we put 
on our highways, how many new roadsnwe build.-our 
country could not function a week without the long 
thin lines of steel crisscrossing America and the hun- 
dreds of thousands of cars carrying people and freight 
to every corner of the continent. More than 70 per 
cent of all the railroad mileage in the world is in the 
United States and Canada. Railroads are more re- 
sponsible for our way of life and standard of living 
than any other one part of our economy/' 

The Canton, Ohio, Repository, said: "If they* did 
not exist, the United ^tates^ would have to invent 
them. ..." That striking phrase illustrates that rail- 
roads are esssential to our national. life as we know it, 
and that we couldn't sustain this life without them. 

This kind of thinking, obviously, governed Con- 
gress when it passed the Transportation Act of 1958— 
the first major legislation of its kind since before 
World War II. It also led to Congress^creation of n 
panel of experts to thoroughly study the problems sur- 
rounding the railroads and other carriers and to report 
back in a year. 

Yes — if railroads didn't exist we'd had to invent 
them!

When you see a fire engine go roaring by, you 
may wonder for a second or two "can it be headed 
for my house."

Almost everything you own, from a house down 
to a dishpan, costs twice as much today as it did a 
comparatively few years back. 

In most cases, even though you are carrying 
double the insurance you carried 15 years ago, you 
would still be out of pocket in replacing the things 
destroyed by fire. Your best protection is to see 
that every possible hazard around your property is 
reduced to the minimum. It is cheaper to call in 
an electrician or furnace man to make needed re- 
pairs and replacements than it^is to call the fire 
department.

Probably no one in the lakes 
region has a greater love for' life 
titan Mrs. Elinor Lomax who lives; 
in the appropriately % named ; Wild-] 
wood Subdivision.' In her private 
zoo she can count; 26 birds and ani- 
malS'Of 19 different species. Neigh- 
bors call her- the ^bird%omari^' -m t 
; But her rustic wood-paneled five- 
room' home is getting too small for 
all the wildlife that calls it home 
and her abiding husband James, a 
carpenter who works in Wgukegan, 
has promised an acreage where there 
will be room to expand./'Af ter all/' 
he says', "if someone brought {heir 
pet elephant here, there wouldn't be 
enough room." ."..'. ....!.' 

Mrs. Lomax, a lively "person her- 
self, draws her' deep understanding 
of animals from her father and she 
says-it-looks as if-she -will -pass -it 
on to the second of her three sons, 
11-year-old Johnny. Like the ani- 
mals she keeps, instinct j seems to 
play a leading role in the unusual 
desire to live with and love them. 
Six-year-old Rickey doesn't seem to 
have it. 
Animals Are Everywhere. 

In every room in the house birds 
sing or animals play. . The front 
entry of her bright yellow home 
has the cages of Tweety and Tina, 
the cockateels from Australia, „ and 
the Sputnicks, the orange-cheeked 
wax bills. The cockateel is a minia- 
ture cockatoo in brilliant colors. The 
wax bills, members of the finch fam- 
ily are about two inches long and 
"remind you of bumblebees," Mrs. 
Lomax says. 

In the living room is Mortimer, the 
Half Moon parrot from Mexico. 

Chico, the tg Tfeiq g mynah bird from 
India, is in his cage next to the 
kitchen telephone where he can 
"hello," "good boy" and "cut it out" 
to phone callers and visitors. 
Peppy, the yellow faced blue para- 
keet sings for all from his cage in 
the cooking alcove. 

'Alley's No Problem 

. In the basement is Alley, the 
Amazon-breed alligator. He • lives 
in a water bowl and doesn't pose 
much of a problem for the Lomax 
family for a few years yet. Alley is 
a minature alligator measuring only 
about a foot long. It will be about 
10 years before he attains his ex- 
pected adult length of three feet. 

Also in the basement are Pa and 
Ma Kettle, the brown 'and white and 
soft guinea pigs. They cause no 
trouble, noise or effort. . 

Probably the favorite of the fam- 
ily is Missy Blossom, the descented 
.skunk. She's Johnny's pal. 
Raccoon Has Leash 

Outside is Zorro, the pet raccoon. 
Sure, he has his own leash and loves 
to go for walks and ride about on 
Jimmy's back. Jimmy, 13, is a stu- 
dent at Grant High SchooFand says 
the leash is necessary only to keep 
Zorro from climbing trees. "One 
time we spent more than two hours 
with extension ladders, etc., trying 
to coax him out of that tree," Mrs. 
Lomax said, pointing to a 100-footer 
in the front yard. 

Along the back fence are pens for 
two ringneck pheasants, two golden 
pheasants, both from China or 
Tibet; a pair of lady amherst pheas- 
ants, two white Pekin ducks and a 
nest of native-born Illinois quail. 
More Animals Coming 

"You ought to come back next 
week," Mrs. Lomax invited. "We're 
going to get a pair of African geese 
and a set of banty chickens. The 
banty chickens (a rooster and two 
hens) are going to be put to work 
hatching peacock eggs which we're 
getting next year." 

Let's see, how many animals have 
I counted? If any have been left 
out it's Billy and Joey the crows. 
Billy was away last week but Joey 
was in and out, eating grapes from 
Mrs. Lomax' mouth and hiding 
clothespins from off the wash line. 

Although she has no favorites, 
there Is one set of wildlife which 
probably always will be Mrs. Lo- 
max' heart's desire. That's to have 



a pair of pink and white Roseate 
i Cockatoos. Bu tithey, like fur coats I 
to most women, are too expensive, 
Children Friends of All 
^Instinct tells you what animals 
or birds can jbe together,. Mrs. Lo- 
max says. The: skunk and raccoon 



can't be put together for example, 
But children — they go with almost 
any animal. The crows love to pull 
the shoelaces of the , neighbor girl 
as she runs.

Although Mrs. Lomax has been 
an animal lover since she was a 
little girl, she never got much of 
a chance to keep much more than a 
canary, parakeet, dog, and king 
snake and lizard in Chicago. ; But 
after getting married and 'moving 
to Antloch 10 years ago, any ani- 
mal is welcome. V 
Had -Hawk, Squirrel, Collie 

Since being, here she also has had 
a pet hawk and squirrel, Both 
Since have been turned back to 
nature.— "But Iwonlt do it again," 
she laments; "it's too hard oh me." 
The squirrel comes back to visit 
every week or two. A collie dog 
she had was poisoned. 

One would think that such a per- 
son as Mrs. Lomax is a friend of all 
living things. Not so. She is mor- 
tally afraid of spiders. And her 
husband, James, while he doesn't 
share her understanding of all ani- 
mals, is fearful of snakes. "So we 
won't have either snakes or spiders 
— by common agreement/'she ad- 
mits. James once Wasn't wild about 
having any animals, but "if you can't 
beat 'em, join 'em," he says. 

At the Lomax residence, you have 
to join 'em or else they'll join you.

'Do-It- Yourself Zoo 



Maybe you too, would like to 
raise wild animals. Here's Mrs. 
Elinor Lomax' secret of success with 
wildlife. 

"Don't rough up an animal. Let 
them know only kindness from your 
hands. If they play rough while 
they're young, they'll want to play 
rough when they grow up and then 
they don't know their own strength," 
she says. „ 

In all her years of earing for and 
raising animals, she yet' has to be 
bitten or scratched, except by acci- 
dent, , " 

Her husband James has not been 
so fortunate. He keeps away from 
Mortimer, the parrot. Mrs. Lomax 
explains it by saying that Mortimer 
can sense that James is a little ap- 
prehensive and thus he gets nipped 
— -'once hard enough to draw blood." 

That's the secret with most ani- 
mals — they can tell by instinct if 
you are afraid or a friend. They 
react accordingly, she adds. 

But before you dash out and buy 
up the exotic animal of your choice, 
Mrs. Lomax adds this caution: 

"Be sure to read up all you can 
about the animal — his habits, what 
he eats and how to treat him. You 
can match food even for animals 
foreign to this land. 

"And if you tire of the animal, 
don't just turn him out to be on his 
own. Give him freedom to come 
and go as he likes and soon, if you 
don't lock him up, he'll find those 
of his own kind and return of his 
own will," she says. 

But she also feels people have 
to use their instincts.

Because of this it is entitled to 
surplus commodities* that are issued 
quite frequently and reimburse- 
ment from the state amounting to 
approximately 5c per type "A" stu- 
dent lunch sold. 

The Board of Education operates 
the cafeteria on a self-sustaining 
non-profit basis. Type "A" lunches 
must meet the following minimum 
nutritional requirements: 

1. At least ¥t pint of fluid wh?le 
milk as a beverage. 

2. Two ozs. meat, poultry or fish, 
or 2 ozs. of cheese, or 1 egg, or % 
cup of cooked dried beans or peas, 
or 4 tablespoons of peanut butter, 
or an equivalent quantity of any 
combination of the above listed 
foods. To be counted in meeting 
these requirements these foods must 
be served in a main dish or in a 
main dish and one other menu item. 

3. A % cup serving consisting 
of two or more vegetables or fruits 
or both, full strength vegetable or 
fruit juice may be counted to meet 
not more than "4 cup of this require- 
ment. 

4. One slice of whole grain or 
enriched bread or a serving of corn 
bread, biscuits, rolls, muffins and so 
forth made of whole grain or en- 
riched meal or flour. 

5. Two teaspoons of butter or 
fortified margarine. 

A type "A" lunch costs the stu- 
dent 35c. 

In addition to the main dinner, 
the cafeteria serves a type "A" ham- 
burger dinner consisting of ham- 
burger and a buttered bun, french 
fries, one vegetable or fruit and 
one-third quart of milk.

Largest Power Reactor in U.'S.:' 

"Dresden's nuclear power re- 
actor is the largest "under construc- 
tion in the United States," Ward 
said, "and we expect this will be 
the first full-scale privately-owned 
atomic power plant to go into oper- 
ation in the United States. There 
is no government subsidy." 

General Electric Company, which 
designed the Dresden boiling water 
reactor project, is building the plant 
for a contract price, of $45,000,000. 

Capacity of the station will be 
180,000 kilowatts, sufficient to meet 
all the electricity needs of a city of 
250,000 population. Its output will 
feed into the Edison-Public Service 
interconnected transmission system. 

The outstanding feature of the 
plant is a 190-foot steel sphere which 
will house the nuclear power reactor 
assembly. 
Sphere Tested Last March 

The 3,500-ton sphere was success- 
fully tested last March when it was 
filled with compressed air to a 
pressure of 37 pounds per square 
inch. x This is 25 per cent above- the 
design pressure of 29'i> pounds per 
square inch. 

With the test completed, two large 
temporary openings were cut 
through the 1.4 inch, ihick steel to 
permit moving in material and 
equipment for installation inside the 
sphere. 

The largest piece of equipment to 
be moved in wifl be the 300-ton 
reactor pressure vessel. It is inside 
this vessel that the fissioning will 
take place. The vessel is being 
fabricated by the New* York Ship- 
building corporation at Camden, 
New Jersey. * 

It is so massive it must be shipped 
by water. It will be routed over 
the Atlantic* and Gulf Intracoastal [ 
waterways to New Orleans and then 
up the Mississippi and Illinois \ 
waterways to the site. Delivery is | 
expected late this year.
